LONDON, March 29, 5:15 a. m.—Lord Rob-

Immense quantities of stores have now 
been accumuiated at Bioemfontein, and 
Lord Roberts’ infantry is seemingly about 
to move. An impression, which can be traced 
to the War office, is abroad that the advance 
will begin next Monday. Boer observation 
parties are hovering near Bloemfontein, but

GENERAL PIET JOUBERT, WHO IS DEAD. | 


1 | 


Pietrus Jacobus Joubert was 68 years old 
at the time of his death. His birthplace is 
laid both in this country and in Cape Colony. 
He is alleged by some authorities to have 
been born in Philadelphia, at 1108 Arch 
street. The elder Joubert, it is asserted, 
came from an old French Huguenot family 
from Holland. From Philadelphia the fam- 
ily, it is stated, moved to Uniontown, Pa., 
which is also claimed as the birthplace of 
the Boer leader, and when Piet was 14 years 
old it is asserted he went to Holland, return- 
ing to this country when the rebellion broke 
out, serving under Admiral Dupont in the 
navy, and under General Weitzel as Cap- 
tain of a company of colored troops, and 
returning to Holland after the cessation of 
hostilities, whence he went to south Africa. 

This romantic and picturesque. career is 
contradicted by the authorities, who claim 
Joubert was born in Cape Colony. There, it 
is stated, he grew up and worked, like most 
other Boers, on a farm until his abilities 
were in due course of time recognized and 
he was made, first, State’s Attorney, and 


ö then Vice President of the republic. 


Joubert fought in the native wars when 
Kruger was commander-in-chief of the 
Transvaal army. They were at that time 
bosom friends, though in later years they 
drifted somewhat apart. He accompanied 
Kruger to England in 1880, when the memo- 
rable demand for the independence of the 
colonies was formulated, and when the de- 
mand was refused he, with Kruger and Pre- 
torius, formed the triumvirate that declared 
rebellion and conducted the war of 1881 
against England. 

Though Kruger was President of the re- 
public, Joubert held a hardly less notable 
political position. He was Vice President, 
commander-in-chief of the army, a mem- 
ber of the Executive Council, and held half 
a dozen other offices. Both had a strong 
personality and in later years were rivals in 
almost every fleld of activity. 

Kruger always had the advantage of 
money and position to aid him, and Joubert 
was never able to gain the Presidency, 
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though he made two attempts to wrest that 
office from Kruger. 

Able tactician and admirable strategist 
though he was, Joubert did not possess as 
great a reputation for personal prowess as 
did Kruger. It is told by those who know 
both that President Kruger would sally forth 
to fight armed with an old dilapidated rifle, 
which he was too clgse-fisted to replace with 
a modern weapon, ahd which, as soon as ac- 
tion was begun, would invariably get out of 
order, Then, calmly seating himself on, not 
behind a bowlder, he would take up a small 
stone and proceed to hammer his gun into 
shape, being under fire the whole time. 
Joubert was always cool and careful and 
was never known to rashly expose himself. 

He was the victor at Majuba Hill, and at 
that memorable point, with a handful of 
Dutch farmers, he met the British force, and 
after the death of 280 of the invaders, in- 
cluding Sir George Colley, commander, com- 
pelled their surrender. Joubert’s terms pre- 
vious to the actual surrender were hard and 
were refused by the British. 

It does not comport with these,“ said the 
British commander, pointing to the decora- 
tions on his breast, to accede to your 
terms.“ 

And it does not comport with these,“ re- 
plied the Boer commander, pointing to his 
riflemen, to offer any others.“ 

Joubert was the organizer of the army of 
the Transvaal. He divided the country into 
seventeen military departments. Every man 
was made a trained soldier on his farm and 
kept his equipments at home. So well was 
the subdivision of each of the seventeen sec- 
tions accomplished that it took but seven- 
teen telegrams to accomplish the mobiliza- 
tion of the entire Transvaal hosts within 
forty-eight hours, word being passed along 
by hundreds of post riders carrying the news 
from farm to farm. 

Joubert twice visited the United States, 
once in 1883 as the agent of a financial com- 
pany, and again in 1898, when he was the of- 
ficial representative of his country at the 
World's Columbian Exposition.

VIENNA, March 28.—The Vienna City 
Council last night unanimously passed the

The water is to be brought from 
springs in Styria, a distance of 150 miles. 
Russian Troops in Persia. 


The latest number of the Russkij, the 
organ of the Russian War ministry, con- 


tains the first authentic information con- 


cerning the size of the Cossack brigade which 
is stationed in Persia and which has been 
frequently mentioned of late in connection 
with Russian construction of railroads and 
control therein. In 1896 the brigade proved 
its power by preserving order in Persia after 
the assassination of the former Shah and 
by preventing any display of opposition to 
the succession of Muzaffer Eddin. 


Now a Strong Force. 

Then the brigade consisted of cavalry 500 
strong, with a battery of four cannon, pre- 
sented by Alexander III. It is known that 
this force has been increased since then, but 
how much is first revealed now by the an- 
nouncement that it numbers 200 officers and 
1,500 Cossacks, divided into mounted in- 
fantry, cavalry, and artillery, with eight 
cannon. The brigade is completely organ- 
ized and drilled by Russians who are under 
the control of the Russian Consul at 
Teheran, and is commanded by Colonel 
Kossagowsky, who bears the title in Persia 
of Marshal. 


RUSSIAN FLEET SAILS AWAY. 


Czar’s Squadron Leaves Corean Waters 
and Returns to Port Arthur— . 
Only a Visit. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 28.—The Rus- 
sian squadron, which recently called at 
Chemulpo, Corea, has arrived at Port Ar- 
thur. 

It was announced ina dispatch from Yoko- 
hama yesterday that a Russian squadron 
had arrived at Chemulpo, and, it was added, 
it was believed at Yokohama that this 
presaged a demand for a concession of 
land at Masanpho, a small harbor twenty 
miles south of Chemulpo, which aroused 
uneasy comments in Japan. It would ap- 
pear from the dispatch from St. Petersburg 
that the feeling of uneasiness was not war- 
ranted by the facts in the case. 


MAY YET BUY DANISH ISLANDS.

EDITOR AND HIS EMPLOYE DIE. 


Publisher Goodall and Bookkeeper 
Ryder of South Side Daily Sun 


Pass Away on Same Day. 


Harvey L. Goodall, proprietor and pub- 
lisher of the South Side Daily Sun and the 
Chicago Daily Drovers’ Journal, and Ed- 
ward B. Ryder, one of his bookkeepers, died 
yesterday. Mr. Goodall died of heart trou- 
ble at 9 o’clock last night at his residence, 
5141 Hibbard avenue. Mr. Ryder died of 
pneumonia at 11 o’clock in the morning at 
his residence, 1514 Belmont avenue. 

Mr. Goodall had been ill for two weeks, 
but not until yesterday was his condition 
regarded as serious. Mr. Ryder was taken 
i suddenly last Thursday while in the 
office in which he was employed. Mr. Good- 
all was unconscious when his employé died 
and did not learn of the death. 

Mr. Goodall was born in Lunenburg, Vt., 
on May 28, 1836. When a young man he

EX-GOVERNOR HARRIS SAYS ITS 


MAKEUP BARS ARBITRATION, 


Industrial Co issioner’s Statement 
Follows President Carrolls E- 
planation Why the Madden Offer 
Was Rejected—Each Union Wants a 
Part—Declares Organizations Dis- 

_ courage Violence—Knows Only Two 
Labor Men with Political Jobs. 


“Tt appears to me that control of the 
Building Trades Council has been so placed 
that arbitration participated in by that body 
cannot be made effective,“ said ex-Governot 
Harris of the Industrial subcommission yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The statement was made to Edward Car 
roll, President of the Bullding Trades Coun-. 
cil and a member of the City Civil Service 
commission while he was on the witness 
stand. Mr. Carroll had just admitted that 
the Building Trades Council had rejected 
the Madden offer of arbitration. He said 
that plan was voted down by the “ rank and 
fle of the unions. He said that each of the 
thirty-four unions. in the council insisted 
on having a representative on any board of 
arbitration. 

They don’t want any outside party to 
make a decision for them,” said he. “I 
claim that the wrong in this controversy is 
on the side of the contractors. No outside 
body of arbitrators can lay down a set of 
rules satisfactory to either side.“ Mr. Car- 
roll’s statements appeared to be somewhat 
of a surprise to the members of the sub- 
commission, who had been led to believe by 
the testimony of the preceding witnesses 
that the unions were favorable to arbitratieu 
in any reasonable form. 


Says Unions Discourage Violence. 
Mr. Carroll had prepared a statement 
which he read before the afternoon session. 


He charged the contractors with asking as- 


sistance of the police to starve unions into 
submission. He warmly defended the Build- 
ing Trades council and declared that the 
contractors’ fight was on his organization. 

I never have seen a case where union 
men assaulted non-union men,” he said. 
Our organization discourages violence. 
but we have never expelled a member for 
that cause. It has been stated that mem- 
bers of labor organizations are holding poli- 
ical offices. It is not true. I and one other 
are the only ones. The other is a walkin:: 
delegate. As Civil Service Commissioner |! 
comply with the law and see that all offices 
are filled with competent men through ex- 
aminations. Unions do not mix in politics 
any farther than to indorse candidates for 
office.”’

Was French Ambassador to Prussia 
at the Outbreak of the War 
in 1870. 


PARIS, March 28.—Count Vincent de Ben- 
edetti, the French Ambassador to Prussia 
at the time of the outbreak of the war be- 
tween Prussia and France in 1870, is dead. 


Count Vincent de Benedetti was born at 
Bastia, Corsica, in 1817, and educated for 
the consular and diplomatic service. After 
serving for a time as French Consul at 
Palermo he became First Secretary to the 
embassy at Constantinople. In 1859 he de- 
clined the post of Minister at Teheran, and 
in the same year was made Director of Po- 
litical Affairs to the Foreign Minister. 

Later, after serving for a-time as Minister 
to Italy, M. Benedetti in 1864 was appointed

Ambassador at Berlin, and was at that post 
up to the declaration of war by France 
against Prussia, and it was his memorable 
interview with King William that  precipt- 
tated hostilities. 

M. Benedetti obtained t notoriety at 
the beginning of the war by the publication 
in the London Times of a remarkable draft 
of a secret treaty, which had been found in 
M. Benedetti’s handwriting. In the docu- 
ment it was agreed that Emperor Napoleon 
III. would allow and recognize the Prussian 
consequent upon the war 
against Austria; that the King of Prussia 
would promise to assist France in acquir- 
ing that the Emperor would 
not oppose a federal reunion of north and 
south Germany; that if the Emperor should 
occupy or conquer Belgium the King should 
give armed assistance to France against any 
power that might declare war against her 
in such case; and that the two powers should 
conclude an offensive and defensive alli- 
ance. 

Since the fall of the French empire M. 
Benedetti had lived quietly at Ajaccio, where

ervation and restoration of these birds a mat- 


ter of public concern. Attempts have been 
made by private individuals and clubs to in- 
troduce new varieties or to restore the old 
ones. Their active and persistent foes have 
usually destroyed such birds within a year 
or two after their introduction. 

The bill places it within the power of the 

of Agriculture to prevent the un- 
wise introduction of foreign birds and ani- 
mals. Had this power existed some years 
ago it would have spared the presence of the 
English sparrow, whose importation was the 
result of the mistake of well-meaning per- 
sons. The most important purpose of the bill 
is to supplement the State laws for the pro- 
tection of game and birds. : 

“The various States and Territories have 
enacted appropriate laws for this purpose, 
but they are evaded by the pot-hunter. Deer, 
antelope, prairie chicken, grouse, quail, and 
all other kinds of game are shipped, con- 
cealed by various methods, to other States, 
where they are sold in the open market. The 
bill is intended to begin where the State laws 
leave off, as they can have no extra-terri-

Spanish- American 
war Secretary Alger awarded a con- 
tract for twenty-five 65-inch and twen- 
ty-five 6-inch guns of the Brown 
segmental tube wire wound pattern. 
The aggregate cost was about $1,000,- 
000. There was much opposition to the 
awarding of the contract, and the then Chief 
of Ordnance, the late General Flagler, op- 
posed the placing of the orders on the ground 
that the gun was not an efficient type. He 
pointed out that previous tests with such a 
gun had demonstrated the wire wound type 
was not adapted to our service, and was not 
the equal in efficiency and endurance of the 
puilt-up type of gun used in the army. 

A type of gun of the wire wound style 
which had been built some time before had 
failed in the official test, and the ordnance 
officers were outspoken in their criticisms. 
General Miles, as President of the Board of 
Ordmance and Fortifications, however, sided 
with the Secretary of War, and the con- 
tract was finally made with Brown & Mun- 
sell, trustees for the Brown Segmental Tube 
Wire Wound Gun company, and the firm 
began work on its first gun at its factory at 
Birdsboro, Pa. This gun completed 
some time ago and shipped to the Sandy 
Hook proving ground fortrial. The official 
test included firing 800 rounds, and the re- 
port submitted by the ordnance officers on 
duty at Sandy Hook was not favorabie to the 
gun. This gave the ordnance officers the 
opportunity to.renew their protests, which 
were made just as Secretary Alger was go- 
ing out of office. 

The Bureau of Ordnance shortly after- 
wards lost General Flagler as its chief by 
the death of that officer at Fortress Monroe, 
and General Buffington succeeded him, re- 
taining the same adverse opinion of the wire 
wound gun. He refused to accept the type 
gun, and ordered the contract for 
the delivery of the remaining guns, 
together with a large amount of 
ammunition, to be suspended, declining also 
to approve payments on any part of the con- 
tract. One of the problems which havenow 
come before Secretary Root is presented by 
General Buffington in his recommendation 
that the Brown segmental gun people be 
required to surrender their contract. The 
recommendation is accompanied by a his- 
tory of wire wound guns and the alleged

PORTO RICAN VOTE TUESDAY. 


Senator Davis, in Pointed Speech, Sug- 
gests Tax on Rum and Tobacco 
Has Been Overlooked. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.— The Senate 
today agreed to vote on the Porto Rican gov- 
ernment and tariff, bill on Tuesday after- 
noon at 4 o’clock. An important utterance 
was made later in the day on the bill by Mr. 
Davis [Minn.], who advocated free trade 
between the United States and Porto Rico. 
His speech was comparatively brief, but his 
reasoning was so close and cogent that he 
crowded into small space an immense 
amount of well digested information and 
careful thought. His. principal proposition 
was that the necessary money to be raised 
by taxation should not be raised by a duty 
levied upon Porto Rican products, but by an 
internal revenue tax: levied. on rum and to- 
baceo produced on the island. This system, 
in his opinion, would better suit the people 
of the United States and those of Porto Rico 
than the proposed tariff, and would be just, 
equitable, and constitutional, 

The free silver coinage amendment offered 
by Mr. Morgan wes defeated, 15 to 33. 

Mr. Davis in the course of his speech con- 
tended that the amendment he had pro- 
posed would go far to appease the storm of 
protest and indignation which had arisen 
and would satisfy the people of this country 
and the Porto Ricans themselves. 

In conclusion he said: “What I say I 
say with the unalterable conviction that I 
am right—right politically and right econom-

us is to abandon this pernicious mockery of

ROW IN IDAHO MINE INQUIRY. 


Congressman Lentz Starts a Controver- 
sy Which Creates III Feeling Be- 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—The fifth 
day of Governor Steunenberg’s testimony in 
the Coeur d’Aléne investigation began today. 
Representative Lentz continued the cross- 
questioning. 

In the course of his testimony the Gov- 
ernor said he informed the mine owners 
that the State of Idaho would not permit the 
employment of criminals, but he said he in- 
tended to enforce the permit system as long 
as it seemed necessary to insure order. 

Mr. Lentz asked if this meant that the 
Governor would do as he pleased on the sub- 
ject, to which the witness replied that he 
would do as his judgment dictated. 

Like Louls XIV., you are the State?“ 
remarked Mr. Lentz. 

Representative Lentz then took occasion 
to make some ugly charges against some of

Representative Hay of Virginia said the 
attorney had better not give the lie to him, 
and Representative Cox of Tennessee add- 
ed: “If any man insults me I'll hit him.” 

Mr. Cheney explained that he did not in- 
tend to say that Mr. Lentz had told a false- 
hood, but simply to deny the charge against 
the Idaho deputies, and apologized for any 
misapprehension. 

Governor Steunenberg gave some further 
testimony, and the committee adjourned 
until tomorrow, when Governor Steunenberg 
will continue his evidence. 

After adjournment Chairman Hull said to 
Mr. Lentz that the latter’s persona! attacks 
on him had gone as far as they could, and 
if theyrwere renewed the room will not be 
big enough to hold us both.” ; 

Mr. Léntz replied that he would take care 
of himself.

TELLS ABOUT GUAM ISLAND. 


General Wheeler Gives Navy Depart- 
ment Interesting Summary of His 
Observations There. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—General 
Wheeler has submitted to the Navy depart- 
ment a report upon his observations and 
impressions of the Island of Guam. Hesays 
the area of the island is about 150 square 
miles, of which one-half is susceptible of 
cultivation, although only about 1 per cent 
is now under cultivation. The population is 
fixed at about 9,000, all of whom reside in 
the towns. The soil is fertile, and fruits 
and staples are produced in quantity, the 
cocoanut trees especially having great bear- 
ing power. Varieties of bread fruit trees 
grow to an enormous size on the island. 


‘SAYS HE SAW SMITH ATTACKED. 


New Witness Found in the Mysterious 
Case—Police Have the In- 
quest Postponed. 


Out of the tangle of conflicting statements 
regarding Gustav Smith, who was found 
dying in front of 79 West Madison street on 
March 23, comes the statement of one wit- 
ness who says he saw Smith attacked by 
men, apparently laborers. His name is 
withheld. 

At the request of Captain Revere, the in- 
quest, which was to have been held yester- 
. afternoon, was postponed until Wednes- 

ay. 

The witness, who is employed by Carson, 
Pirié, Scott & Co., says he was passing 
along Madison street when Smith ap- 
proached. Behind him were two or three 
men, who attacked Smith, who tried to 
protect himself, but was knocked down by 
a blow on the nose. He lay unconscious on 
the stone walk, the witness says, and his 
assailants disappeared. 

An examination of Smith’s body showed 
that his nose had been injured. The body 
was identified by the witness as that of the 
man he had seen assaulted.

REPORT ON WATERWAY. 


ESTIMATE OF COST FOR LAKE TO. 


MISSISSIPPI CHANNEL SUBMITTED. 


Two Routes Considered in Preliminary 

: Survey—Figures Given ‘to Congress 
on Basis Depth at Low Water—Clear 
Passage with Minimum of Eight 
Feet Can Be Completed for $10,400,- 
000, and One of Seven Feet Would 
Cost Ten Per Cent Less. : 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—[ Special. ]— 
General John M. Wilson, Chief of Engineers; 
today transmitted to Congress the report of 
the preliminary survey to provide estimates 
of the cost of a seven-foot and an eight-foot 
channel in the Illinois and Desplaines Rivers 
as contemplated in the proposed waterway 
between the great lakes and the Mississippi. 
The Board of Survey convened at Chicago 
Nov. 22, and proceeded to Lockport, exam- 
ining the controlling works of the sanitary 
canal and the various methods proposed for 
making connections with it, and went over 
a portion of the proposed route between 
Lockport and the mouth of the Kankakee 
River in the vicinity of Marseilles. 

On Nov. 25 it was decided that further ex- 
amination should be made along fhe Illinois 
and Michigan Canal from Lockport to the 
mouth of the Kankakee River for the pur- 
pose of determining the feasibility of utiliz- 
ing this route instead of the bed of the river, 
and that an investigation dhould be made 
on the advisability of reducing the number 
of dams between the mouth of the Kankakee 
and Marseilles and Utica, and concentrating 
the flow at Marseilles into a canal, building a 
dam above that place, and that gauges be es- 
tablished at Seneca, Marseilles, and inter- 
mediate points to determine the proper loca- 
tion of the dam. It was considered advis- 
able to defer final action on the report until 
the drainage canal was in operation and 
the effect upon the velocity of the discharge 
of the Desplaines and IIlinois Rivers could 
be decided. 


One Route Half Ready. 


If the route by the Chicago River and the 
drainage canal be adopted, the board re- 
ports, there remains little more than half of 
the work involved in the eight-foot project 
of 1890 for the government now to take in 
hand in order to complete the improvements, 
since the estimated cost of this portion of 
the channel (about twenty-eight miles) was 
nearly $14,000,000. 

By the Calumet and Sag route only about 
ten and one-half miles of the drainage canal 
can ba utilized, but while the drainage 
canal covers about half of the work involved 
in the project by way of the Chicago River 
it has at the same time turned an additional 
flow into the Desplaines River, materially 
changing its low water regimen. The re- 
quirements of this flow at present are 5,000 
cubic feet per second, while the limit of 10,- 
000 is probably more nearly the flow that 
will have to be dealt with, at least not long 
after the completion of the present project. 
With so large a volume of dis the 
velocity of the current would be too great 
for up-stream navigation in the open river. 


Suggestions of the Board. 


„The economical and practical solution, 
therefore, will be found in the construction 
of a canal from Lockport to the Joliet 
basin,“ the board continues, and from the 
Joliet basin to below the mouth of the Kan- 
kakee River. A canal 10 feet deep, 100 feet 
wide at the bottom, with fixed projections 
giving 22 feet clear head room, and with 
locks 40x260 feet, would conform to the re- 
quirements of the river channel, eight feet 
deep at extreme low water.“ This would 
provide for the largest barge traffic likely 
to reach this route. 


Rough Estimates of Cost. 

From what is now available an estimate 
is submitted which, while only approximate, 
is considered by the board sufficiently large 
to provide the work outlined under the most 
adverse conditions that may arise. 

Beginning at Utica, a lock and dam witha 
lift of fifteen feet, estimated at $460,000, must 
be constructed. From this lock to the head of 
the pool the depth increased by the flow 
from the drainage canal will be not less than 
eight feet, but to insure this depth during 
the possible suspension of this flow an es- 
timate for rock excavation at the head ofthe 
pool costing $200,000 is provided. As the in- 
creased velocity of current in the river, due 
to the increased overflow from the drainage 
canal, will cause a caving of the banks, thus 

idening the river and producing bars in the 
peain channel, the board also submits an-es- 
imate of $25,000 per mile for protecting the 
banks and confining the river to its present 
width. 

From the head of the canal the route will 
follow the channel of the river to a point be- 
low the mouth of the Kankakee. Similar 
conditions with respect to depth and velocity 
of current will be met in this stretch as be- 
tween Utica and Marseilles, and the es- 
timate for rock excavation is provided. 
From the head of this section a canal is 
necessary to reach the Joliet Basin, with 
locks to overcome the fall of fifty-four feet 
in low water for a distance of seventeen 
miles. 

The provisional estimate for the enlarge- 
ment of the present canal, but without the 
knowledge which the borings and test pits 
will give, is taken at $100,000 per mile, ex- 
elusive of locks, culverts, and the means of 
crossing the Dupage. From the Joliet Basin 
to the end of the drainage canal at Lockport 
the line requires three locks of thirteen feet 
lift each, and a great lock at the entrance to 
the canal, the estimated cost being $562,000.

For the seven-foot channel the board is of 
the opinion that the reduction of 10 per cent 
of the cost of the eight-foot channel is all 
that can be safely made. The final cost of 
the project to the United States involves not 
only an expenditure for lands and for works 
in river and canals outlined, but also the 
acquisition and use of public works of the 
State of Illinois and the Chicago Sanitary 
District. From the estimates of the report 
of 1890 the cost of the eight-foot channel 
by the Calumet River to the Sag will be 
about $3,000,000 less than by the Chicago 
River, but this route will utilize only about 
ten and a half miles of the canal, and the 
second canal must be constructed from Sag 
River to the deep water of the Calumet 
River. While this work may increase the 
cost, its advantages, are such as to merit 


careful consideration.

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The indefatigable hunters 
of microbes have found a 
new danger that threatens 
the people. The Institute 
of Hygiene of Fribourg 


Microbes 
and Street 
» Sprinkling. 


» has discovered that street sprinkling is rel- 


ished by the nimble bacteria. Microbes are 
twice as numerous in dust that has been 
eprinkied as in that which is dry. The water 
used to make the dust lay is exceptionally 
favorable to the development of bacteria, 
with which the dust is charged, restoring to 
activity some that may be dormant. After 
four days a gram of dust not moistened con- 
tains 1,893,000 bacteria, against 2,211,500 in 
@ gram of moistened dust. Twenty-six days 
after the dust was moistened the number of 
bacteria was found to have decreased to 
$7,250, but when this then dry dust was again 


moistened the number was increased to 


97,333, The only opponents of street sprink- 
ling are the bicyclists, and it is presumed 
that they will call the attention of the city 
authorities to the result of the French ex- 
periments. Yet it must be said that while 
the laid dust contains the largest number of 
bacteria, yet those in the dry dust are more 
dangerous, for the wind catches it and blows 
it on the unfortunate pedestrians, while the 
wet t remains in the street. So, after all, 
street sprinkling need not be abolished on 
bacteriological grounds. 


If the German waiters are 
in earnest a reform in the A Movement 
tipping system in the Kai- -for Tipping 
sers dominions may be ex- Reform. 
pected. At a congress held 
in Berlin they declared tips to be undigni- 
fied, immoral, and degrading. One speaker 
declared that the income from tips is dimin- 
ishing, not only in Germany, but in all other 
countries, and so long as the system exist- 
ed employers would make it an. excuse for 
low wages, while the number of establish- 
ments paying no wages at all is constantly 
increasing. The congress resolved to bring 
the matter before the waiters’ unions of 
other countries, and hopes to bring about a 
universal reform. The gratuity system may 
be due to the willingness of the waiters to 
accept tips, but at the same time it has its 
main strength in the desire of employers to 
save money at the expense of their patrons. 
Here in the United States the number of 
hotels and restaurants that forbid the ac- 
ceptance of tips is constantly increasing, 
and it is probable that the enforcement of 
the rule brings some custom to the estab- 
lishments. In Austria the courts have held 
that a tip is a right of the person who ren- 
ders a service for which a tip is customarily 
given: It has not yet reached that stage 
here, but the custom is abused. No one can 
deny the truth of the contention of the Ger- 
man waiters that the tipping system is bad, 
and those waiters employed in such hotels 
and restaurants that do not permit the ac- 
ceptance of tips must naturally hold their 
heads a little higher than those who make 
a living by their fips. |

The advertisement ex- 
pressly states that an American is wanted 
for the position. There was a time when 
men came to the United States from Europe 
to seek fortunes through their skill. Now 
young men go to Europe and win riches, 
South Africa is full of American engineers 
who have grown rich. Many of Russia’s 
largest establishments, mines, and railway 
lines are under the direction of Americans. 
Life insurance conipanies of American origin 
are gaining business in every part of Eu- 
rope. Two of the three most popular soaps 
sold in England are manufactured by Amer- 
icans. The success of American: literary 
men who have made their home in London 
is familiar. All through Europe are scores 
of instances where men born in the United 
States have taken their ideas to Burope and 
sold them and their services for large sums. 
The value of American machinery is appre- 
ciated everywhere. The advertisement in 
the Engineering and Mining Journal indi- 
cates that the corporations realize that the 
success of American manufacturers is due 
not alone to American machines but to the 
fact that they are under the control of 


American brains.

is along the proper lines. The Baltimore 
university's publications have such titles as 
“ History of State Banking in Maryland.“ 
“ History of the Know-Nothing Party in 
Maryland,” The Labadist Colony in Mary- 
land,” “ Public Educational Work in Ral- 
timore,”’ Taxation in the Southern States.“ 
“The City Government of Baltimore,“ 
“Economic History of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Rallroad.“ These topics are of some 
interest to the people of Maryland. The Uni- 
versity of Iowa students might be set to in- 
vestigating the Iowa liquor laws, the mu- 
nicipal government of Des Moines, the spe- 
cial assessment laws, railroad legislation, 


and other topics that would be of more as-

A GENEROUS PORTO RICAN BILL. 
Senator Foraker’s amended Porto Rican 


pill is now before the Senate. It is the only 


bill that can pass. The one sent to the 
Senate from the House is dead. Why 
should not the Senators who have been 
standing out for free trade between Porto 
Rico aud the United States vote for the 
pending measure, which concedes to them 
at the end of two years at the most and 
probably within a year all that they are 
demanding? And in the meantime, under 
the Foraker bill, the inhabitants of Porto 


Rico will fare better than they would if | 


the absolute free trade they desire were 
enjoyed by them as fully as it is by the 
inhabitants of New Mexico or of Arizona. 
The amended bill provides that dutiable 
imports from Porto Rico shall pay, for 
not exceeding two years, 15 per cent of 
the tariff rates and whatever internal rev- 
enue taxes are imposed on similar articles 
when produced in the United States. The 
exporters of Porto Rican sugar and tobac- 
co will hardly feel the light duties they will 
have to pay. Those duties will not inter- 
fere in the least with the sale by them of 
their products in the American market. 
All articles entered at Porto Rican ports 


cent of the Dingley duties with this ex- 
ception—that foodstuffs, machinery, and 
some other commodities which have been 
free from duty under the provisional military 
tariff, when shipped from the United 
States, shall remain duty free. The House 
bill was’ objectionable because it contem- 
plated the levying of duties on foodstuffs 
which have paid no duties, when sent from 
this country, since the summer of 1898. 
The Foraker bill does not deny the Porto 
Ricans cheap food, as the House bill did. 
All articles shipped to Porto Rico from 


countries other than the United States 


will be required to pay the full Dingley 
law duties when dutiable under it. 

The proceeds of all duties and internal 
revenue taxes on Porto Rican products 
entering the United States and of all duties 
collected in Porto Rican custom-houses 
are to be placed at the disposal of the 
President, to be used for the government 
and benefit of the island. They are to be 
so used until 1902 unless the local govern- 
ment to be established shall have put in 
operation before then a system of local 
taxation to provide for its needs. When 
that happens absolute free trade between 


Porto Rico and the United States will come 


It is manifest that in the mean- 
while the Porto Ricans will be more lightly 
taxed than any million people, white or 
black, anywhere in the United States. 
The inhabitants of Porto Rico are 
wretchedly poor. They were poor before 
last year’s hurricane. They are even 
poorer now. For that reason the Presi- 
dent favors the Foraker bill, which gives 
the island terms much more indulgent and 
favorable than free trade and the general 
extension to the island of all the revenue 


at once, 


laws of the United States will be. Not only 


will the Porto Ricans be relieved from direct 
taxation until they are able to stand it, but 
the amended Foraker bill provides specif- 
jeally that the internal revenue laws af 
the United States shall not be in force 
| If in f it would be 
necessary to collect so far as possible the 
tax of $1.10 a gallon on the rum cheaply 
and extensively made in Porto Rico, a large 
part of which is exported. But to col- 
lect the tax on the eonsiderable amount 
consumed in the island would call for the 
services of several regiments of cavalry, 
and even then the moonshiners would do 
a thriving trade, The non-extension of the 
internal revenue laws to Porto Rico ex- 
empts the inhabitants from the payment 
of those stamp taxes and special taxes 
which Americans have to pay. 

Compare the condition of the Porto 
Riean as it will be under this amended 
bill, which is designed to bridge over the 
period between military and civil rule, with 
that of the New-Mexican, The sugar of 
the former must pay a smal! duty if shipped 
to New York, while the wool of the lat- 
ter pays no duty when shipped East. But 
the sugar duty is used to defray govern- 
ment expenses in Porto Rico, and while 
the inhabitant of that island is to pay 
no local taxes until able to do so and no 
stamp taxes, the New-Mexican has to pay 
both. And if the customs revenues to 
be used provisionally to pay the expenses 
of the island government are inadequate, 
the people of the United States will have 
to make up the difference in some way. 
They never have been so considerate with 
the Territories. 5 


It cannot be contended that the bill now 


before the Senate is unjust or harsh to 


the Porto Ricans, It will give them free 
trade soon. In the meantime it gives them 
what is better than free trade, especially 
free trade coupled with an admission that 
they get it as a “ constitutional right.” For 
if the Porto Ricans got free trade on those 
terms they would have to take along with 
it internal revenue laws which are easily 


borne here but which would be intolerable ° 


in Porto Rico. The enactment into law 
of the Foraker bill will be the happy end- 
ing of the Porto Rican entanglement. It 
will give the island a civil instead of a 
military government, will give it a market 
for its products, will give it a revenue, 
and will protect its inhabitants against 
burdensome taxation. If it fails to pass 
nothing will pass, and Porto Rican products 
will remain saddled with the full Dingley 
law duties. |

The late R. D. Blackmore, author of

No doubt there will be some Blackmore

be given,” etc. Whether it is due or not, 
and whether such requests ought to be 
obeyed literally, will always remain dis- 
puted questions. But the deplorable frank- 
ness of some of these posthumous revela- 
tions leads one to believe that it is best to 
err on the safe side.

DEATH OF GENERAL JOUBERT. 

The announcement of the death of Gen- 
eral Jaubert at Pretoria appears to be fully 
confirmed. Though he was 68 years of age, 
he was still alert and vigorous, and the loss 
to the Transvaal cause will in some respects 
be irreparable. 

Next to President Kruger, this rugged and 
fearless descendant of the Huguenot set- 
tlers of Cape Colony was the ablest map 
in the Boer republic. Like Kruger he was 
of the generation that experienced all the 
hardships of the various “treks” forced 
upon the Boers by the advance of British 
control from the Cape to the Orange River. 
He was also more thoroughly schooled in 
the wars against native tribes than any 
other commander among the Boers. His 
crushing defeat of the invading force of 
Sir George Colley at Majuba Hill in 1881 
was probably: his most brilliant achieve- 
ment, though his recent repulses of General 


Buller along the Tugela were more exten- 


sive and important feats of good general- 


sbip. The universal esteem in which the 
| Boers held him, both as a General and as a 
| statesman, was fully justified. Even his 


enemies have never impeached his honor or 
his courage. While he was inclined to be 
austere in his judgments, he would not tol- 


erate bad faith under any guise. In him 


the Boers have lost a justly revered leader 


and the British a formidable and honorable 
enemy. 


The death of General Joubert can scarce- 


ly fail to have an important effect u the 
from the United States will pay 15 per Fa ail to po pon 


war. There are other Boer Generals of 
ability, but none with the same grasp of 


the situation and the same long-established 
confidence of the burghers. Joubert has 
been the brains and intellect of the Boer 
military plans. It was he who engineered 
the remarkable secret armament which has 


so astonished and confused the British. It 
was he who divided the Transvaal into. 
inilitary departments and trained the Boers 
on their farms, so that the whole nation 


was ready for efficient work under arms 
on'a day’s notice. 


It was also under his’ 
management that the Transvaal accumu- 
lated the immense stores of provisions and 


ammunition on which they have been able 
to draw so liberally.in their time of need. 
It is searcely possible that this elaborate 


system can be taken up by another without 
some loss of efficiency. The Boers could 


ill afford to lose such a man in the present 
crisis. 


Joubert himself went into the present 


war with the full conviction that he would 
never come out of it alive. He would un- 
doubtedly have preferred to die rather than 
to live to see his beloved country in the 
hands of the invader. 


WHY MURRAY GOT A RAISE. 
Some captious critics have been rude 


enough to wonder why Murray got a raise. 
They have even gome so far as to intimate 
that Murray as City Fish Inspector did 
not earn the $1,200 which was his annual 


remuneration before the City Council had 
its recent spasm of ante-election generosity. 
They have declared it doubtful whether 
Murray knew the difference between a cod- 


fish and a bass, and have insinuated that 


the whole thing“ had an extremely fishy 
flavor. Now it appears that a grave in- 
justice has been done both Murray and the 
city administration. Fram the Mayor’s 
office comes a statement which makes it 
perfectly clear why Murray got his raise. 
By inference the same line of reasoning 
will explain why the salaries of policemen 
and other city officials were raised. 

Recently, it is said, many complaints have 
been received that fish unfit for food are 
being sold. It is Murray’s business to in- 
spect all fish and to throw out all which are 
in any way out of condition. It would ap- 
pear from the greatly increased number of 
complaints that bad fish are sold that Mur- 
ray is not attending to his business. There- 
fore, says the Mayor’s office, his salary was 
raised from $1,200 to $2,000 a year. In 
the same way, it may be ccncluded, the large 
number of crimes daily committed in Chi- 
eago are responsible for the horizontal in- 
crease in the salaries of policemen. 

The suspicion that the increases ordered 
by the City Council are intended to influence 
the men receiving them at the coming elec- 
tion is therefore shown to be ridiculous. It 
would hardly be more so to suggest that 
after election day has passed the Council 
will be ready to reconsider its action and 
put all salaries back to the old figures. 


REFORM THE STREET CAR SERVICE. 

When the West and North Side street 
ear lines changed hands last year promises 
were made to the public that the new 
management was to be more enterprising 
and progressive than the old—that it was 
to abandon antiquated and imperfect 
methods so as to adopt new and better 
ones. Thus far those promises have not 
borne satisfactory fruit. Absolutely 
nothing has been done to improve condi- 
tions in the business district, where an 
obstinate adherence to obsolete methods 
causes the most inconvenience to the gen- 
eral publie because of the interference with 
traffic. 

All the traction companies still cling 
to the cable, although it has outlived its 
usefulness. Better systems than it have 
been devised. Doubtless the companies 
might abandon the cable if allowed to 
substitute everywhere the overhead trolley. 
But that cannot be permitted, least of all 
in the business district. The companies 
will not accept the underground trolley, 
not on account of the cost of installation, 
but, so they say, because it will not work 
well here in wet weather. Assuming that 
it will not, there are other kinds of motive 
power at their disposal which are prac- 
tical and not overexpensive. They can use 
storage batteries. They can use compressed 
air. 

A few cars run by compressed air are 
doing godd service on the North Side. 
Many are in use in New York. They have 
proved so satisfactory on two cross town 
lines that the Metropolitan Traction com- 
pany has ordered 150 of them for use on 
certain of its lines. It would not do so 
unless convinced that those cars would 
perform trustworthy and economic service.

What, then, is the reason why the trac- 
tion companies do not adopt those better 
methods of carrying passengers which are 
in use in other cities? The only explana- 


tion of this refusal to use either storage 


batteries or compressed air seems to be 
that neither lends itself to the method, fol- 
lowed in Chicago but nowhere else, of 
running cars in trains. The cable does. 
The objections to the train system, from 
the standpoint of the public, have been 
stated often. The liability to accidents 
of all kinds is greater—especially in the 
business distriet-than when cars are run 
singly. Intending passengers have to wait 
longer on street corners to get a car. Slower 
time is made. The advantage from the 
companies’ point of view is that their labor 
bills are cut down. 
do the work of three or more. Public 
convenience and public safety are disre- 
garded in order that the wages bill may 
be kept down. : 

The Chicago public does not intend to sub- 

mit indefinitely to the continuance of street 
car methods tolerated nowhere else. It is 
certain that whenever the companies apply 
for an extension  .f their privileges one 
of the conditions of such an extension will 
be the abandonment of the train system. 
The companies may as well prepare to 
accept the inevitable. If they cannot use 
the cable so economically as other sys- 
tems of propulsion ‘unless allowed to run 
cars in trains they should begin introduc- 
ing those other systems at once and not 
wait till the last minute. 

Chicago is deserving of as good a street 
car service as New York is. The Chi- 
cago companies will gain popularity and 
lose no money by giving this city the good 
service it is entitled to. Then why are 
they so intolerably slow about it? 


AN UNPLEASANT DISCOVERY. 

The best street I saw today in a tour of 
several hours in Chicago was worse than 
the worst street I ever saw in New York. 
In every block I saw conditions that if 
they existed in New York would cause the 
prompt arrest and prosecution of the own- 
ers of the property. 

This is the statement of Jacob A. Riis. 
the greatest authority in the country on 
work in the slums, made yesterday after 
returning from a trip through portions of 
the Seventh and Nineteenth Wards. 

It would appear that Chicago has been 
flattering itself without reason in the be- 
lief that conditions fm its slum districts 
are better than those which exist in other 
and older cities. Mr. Riis is not.a sensa- 


tionalist. He speaks from a full knowledge 


of the situation, gained by personal inspec- 
tion. And he follows up his general in- 
dictment by presenting specific cases and 
by detailing the several ways in which 
the slums of Chicago are worse than any 
he has ever seen in the East. | 

Mr. Riis’ criticism of the filthy condition 
of the streets in the slum districts will apply 
with some modifications to the streets ip 
all parts of the city. That its thoroughfares 
are not clean is no news to the people of 
Chicago. Elsewhere than on Ewing and 
Liberty streets garbage boxes are kept on 
the sidewalks. The odor from them blows 
into the front doors of people who would 
resent being classed as slum-dwellers. 
But Mr. Riis finds equal fault with many 
of the buildings in which the people of the 
slums are forced to dwell. He found fam- 
ilies living in deep basements, which acted 
at the same time as cesspools, retaining the 
liquid filth from the street outside and the 
leakage from the floor above. He declares 
that similar conditions in New York would 
not be allowed to exist, even temporarily. 
The health officers would act and act prompt- 
ly. The rooms would be vacated at once, 
and if not promptly put into sanitary con- 
dition the building would be torn down by 
the authorities, 

It would seem that there is no more rea- 
son why such ‘breeding places for contagion 
and crime should be allowed in Chicago. 
The health officers of Chicago already have 
the necessary authority to order such build- 
ings put into sanitary condition, and may 
even raze them to the ground if their orders 
are not promptly complied with. A city 
ordinance passed in 1897 provides that an 
insanitary building may be declared a 
nuisance after inspection by a board com- 
posed of a medical inspector, a sanitary in- 


spector, and a building inspector, all officials — 


who draw pay at the City Hall. If this 
board shall report the building in an in- 
sanitary condition the Commissioner of 
Health shall notify the owners of the prop- 
erty to put it into sanitary condition within 
such a reasonable time as he shall name. 
If this order is not obeyed the commission- 
er shall order the building vacated, and it 
within sixty days thereafter the obnoxious 
conditions are not removed he shall order 
the building demolished by the fire de- 
partment, which is instructed to obey the 
orders of the commissioner in this regard. 
Under this ordinance it is made the posi- 
tive duty of the Commissioner of Health to 
take such action whenever complaint is 
made to him that any building is in in- 
sanitary condition. It would appear, there- 
fore, that a complaint lodged at the City 
Hall by responsible people, naming the 


street and number of the property com- 


plained of, should result in the repair or 
destruction of the worst of the slum dwell- 
ings described by Mr. Riis. 

At any rate, it is clear that there is plenty 
of work before the newly organized asso- 
ciation for the better housing of the poor, 


and that Mr. Riis has done Chicago a service 


in calling public attention to a state of 
affairs which the city has been led to be- 
lieve did not exist within its limits.

tagonism. The following extract from the 
minutes of a junta meeting held nearly a 
month before the battle of Manila speaks 
for itself: 

There will be no better opportunity than the 
present for the expeditionary forces to land on 
those islands and to arm themselves at the ez- 
pense of the Americans, and assure the attain- 
ment of our legitimate aspirations against those 
people. The Filipino people unprovided with 
arms will be the victims of the demands and ex- 
actions of the United States, but provided with 
arms will be able to oppose themselves to them 
and struggle for their independence. 

This cool scheme for procuring guns from 
the Americans with a deliberate intention 
of later turning them against us is charac- 
teristic of the Filipino cabal. This cunning 
was coupled with a no less characteristic ig- 
norance, as seen in the recorded belief that 
Dewey thought he could do nothing in the 
Philippines without the cobperation of the 
insurgents,. The members of the junta de- 
liberated on the possibility that the Ameri- 
can Admiral might ask Aguinaldo to sign 


a paper promising to behave himself, but 


they concluded that his “degree of cul- 
ture would prevent his thinking of this. 
If he should insist on anything of the kind, 
however, Aguinaldo was to decline. 

No further evidence is needed to show 
that the Filipino hostilities against the 
Americans were inevitable. While no ac- 
tual fighting occurred until the following 
February, the intention of attacking the 
American forces had never been absent. 
The Filipino apologists have sought to 
make much of the fact that Aguinaldo was 
absent and did not intend hostilities to 
begin when they did. The revelations of 
the minutes of the Hongkong junta meeting 
render all such quibbles of no account. The 
intention to attack had atways existed, and 
if some of the insurgents forced the issue 
before Aguinaldo was quite ready it merely 
shows his lack of generalship. Publication 
of the junta’s deep-laid and hostile plans 
should put an end to the anti-expansionist 
assertion that the clash with the Tagal 
plotters might have been avoided.

Tariff and Intermal Revenue.

Porto Rico tradesmen, we are told, cannot 
reconcile themselves to the tariff imposition."

districts, in each of which there is estab- 
lished a Board of Conciliation, the members 
of which are chosen equally hy organized 
labor and organized capital, an entire out- 
sider being chosen as chairman by the vote 
of the members. It is the duty of these 
Boards of Conciliation to exhaust every 
effort to settle all disputes between employ- 
ers and employed. In case of failure, either 
side to the controversy has the right of 
appealing to the Court of Arbitration. There 
is but one court for the entire province. It 
has three members, who are nominated by 
the Governor for terms of three years each. 
One of the members of the court must be 
selected from a number of names suggest- 
ed by organized labor, one from a list sim- 
ilarly named by capital, and the third must 
be a member of the Supreme Court of the 
province. When either side to a dispute ap- 
peals to this court the other is compelled to 
submit the case to arbitration and to abide 
by the decision of the court. Failure to so 
abide may be punished or not at the pleasure 
of the court. During the five years in which 
the law has been in force it is claimed that 
the factories and other business enterprises 
of the province have been more prosperous 
than ever before.

As to the 
power exerted 
by the waves 
and tides, that 
is greater than 
the total pow- 
er of all the 
steam engines 
in the world. 
The problem 
has heretofore 
been to devise 
some practical 
method of util- 
izing it. 

Mr. Place’s apparatus consists of a sub- 
merged buoy of considerable size, which is 
connected with land by a rubber tube or 
pipe. From the buoy rises a piston rod, 
working in a metal tube, and joining at the 
surface of the water an elongated flat bag, 
which rides the waves, rising and falling 
with the tide, and affected by every motion 
of the water. Through openings in this bag 
air is taken in, and by means of an ingenious 
series of valves is compressed by the rising 
and felling of the waves. This compressed 
air reaches the submerged buoy by means 
of another tube and thence is conveyed to 
the shore, where it may be applied to the 
running of an engine. If the invention will 
do the work for which it is designed, Mr. 
Place has made available a power in com- 
parison with which Niagara is.feeble.

Macrum Before Committee. 


Chairman Hitt presided over the commit- 
tee. Mr. Macrum was asked by Chairman 
Hitt to make such statement as he saw fit 
regarding the opening of his mail by the 
British censor, In opening, Mr. Macrum re- 
called the statement he had made some time 
ago and which was published at the time: 
That statement, he said, practically em- 
bodies all he had to say. 

He explained that when he asked for a 
leave of absence he desired to come home 
for private business reasons and also be- 
cause he desired to place before the United 
States government certain facts which he 
deemed it essential should be known here. 

He understood, he said, that the British 
had possession of our cable cipher. He was 
not certain of this, but he had since had in- 
formation which convinced him that his sus- 
picions were correct. He also desired infor- 
mation as to his course when the settlement 
came at the end of the war. 

Further, he had a petition from some 


that the United States maintain absolute 
neutrality, which he wanted to present to 
the State department. 

The petition he read to the committee. It 
was signed by Gordon, the consular agent at 
Johannesburg. 


Tells of Delayed Mail. 

Asked as to when he was first satisfied 
that his mail was being tampered with, he 
said that war was declared on Oct. 12. He 
did net receive any mail between that date 
and the second week in November. Or- 
dinarily, he had a box of mail every week. 

Did other people receive mail during that 
period?“ asked Mr. Williams of Mississippi. 
Not that I know of,” replied Mr. Macrum. 

Pressed for specific information as to how 
he got the intimation that the British were 
opening and delaying his mail, he replied 
that when his mail did not arrive he tele- 
graphed the United States Consul at 
Lourenzo Marquez, requesting him to inquire 
of Cape Town why it was being delayed. 

The Consul at Lourenzo Marquez replied 
that he also had received no mail. Mr. 
Macrum ‘said the delay of his mail created 
a conviction in his mind that the British 
authorities were responsible. 

The first actual evidence he had was the 
receipt of two opened letters. He produced 
the envelopes, which he said contained those 
letters. One was from a private citizen, ad- 
dressed to the United States Consul at Pre- 
toria, and the other was to him by name 
from Consul Stowe at Cape Town. 


Used a Common Code. 


William Alden Smith [Mich.] interrogated 
the witness sharply on the reasons for stat- 
ing his belief that the British authorities had 
possession of the State department's ciphers. 

Mr. Macrum said he could not affirm that 
fact from actual knowledge, but there were 
certain facts which convinced him that such 
was the case. He explained that on Nov. 6 
he had cabled the State department in cipher 
asking for a leave of absence. That message 
had gone through Durban.. The next day, 
Nov. 7, he said, he had been informed a news- 
paper at Durban printed the fact that he had 
asked for leave of absence. 

Mr. Smith was proceeding to interrogate 
Mr. Macrum as to the character of the code 
used by him in this dispatch, especially as 
to whether he had used what was known as 
the Slater code, a common code purchasable 
anywhere. Mr. Hitt thought it improper to 
touch the matter of the codes employed by 
the government, but it was finally agreed 
that no harm could come from a direct reply 
as to whether the Slater code was used. 

The message,“ said Mr. Macrum, was 
sent in the State department cipher of the 
Slater code.“

Mr. Macrum proceeded to describe an al- 
leged meeting between President Steyn of 
the Orange Free State and Consul Stowe of 
C Town, at which he was present, in 
which he said Steyn was anxious that 
Stowe should do something to settle the 
difficulty which was brewing. He sajd that 
President Steyn suggested an appeal to the 
President of the United States, and that Mr. 
Stowe had replied that he would be glad if 
some such thing could be done. |

the United States, added Mr. Macrum, 
“and that he returned an unfavorable re- 
ply.” |

SAY OTHERS AGREED WITH HIM. 

br, W. ©. Gray Declares Dr. Herrick 
Johnson’s Views on Predestination 
Entirely Similar to Those of 
Plymouth Man — Says Resignation 
| Will Not Be Presented Now—Head of 
MeCormick Seminary Answers 
Briefly. | 


The outcry raised by some of the members 
of the Chicago Presbytery over the sermon 
preached by Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis last 
Sunday on The Automatic Judgment Seat 
in Man is beginning to react upon those 


of the McCormick Theological Seminary, is 
the one who said most outspokenly that Dr. 
Hillis ought to withdraw ffom the presby- 
tery, because he has attacked the funda- 
mental doctrines of the Presbyterian Church. 
And now Dr. W. C. Gray, editor of the In- 
terior, retorts that Dr. Johnson, in his time, 
has expressed views as much at variance 
with the established doctrines of the church 
as any Dr. Hillis has uttered. In fact, Dr. 
Gray says Dr. Johnson repeatedly has as- 
sailed the points of doctrine which Dr. Hillis 
attacked in his sermon of last Sunday. 
Yesterday morning Dr. Gray received from 
Dr. Hillis a telegram proposing that the lat- 
ter’s letter of resignation from the presby- 
tery, understood to have been in Dr. Gray's 
hands for some years, be presented, and re- 
ferring to a letter already forwarded. 


Dr. Gray Defends Pastor Hillis. 

Speaking of the matter Dr. Gray said: 

“I sée that Herrick Johnson thinks Dn 
Hillis ought to resign. By the same token 
he ought to resign himself, for he has been 
a more aggressive liberal than Hillis has. 
He defended Dr. Briggs and was his especial 
champion in the trial at Washington. He 
has been understood to be opposed to the 
trial of Dr. McGiffert, while Dr. Hillis was 
outspoken in his statement that McGiffert 
ought to resign. | 

The two points of doctrine which Dr. 
Hillis particularly attacks are points which 
Dr. Johnson does not believe and does not 
preach, so with respect to the matter in 
controversy the two men agree, and, more- 
over, they agree with two-thirds of the 
Presbyterian ministers and nine-tenths of 
the members of the church. The question 
is whether a man who rejects the doctrine 


tion of the individuals designated from all 
eternity for that purpose, and who rejects 
Edwardsian materialistic eschatology, must 
therefore leave the Presbyterian Church. I 
see that there is a disposition on the part of 
some to talk of ‘honesty.’ People who go 
out throwing such stones ought to take in 
their glassware.“ 

Furthermore, Dr. Gray said he would not 
give the Chicago presbytery a chance to act 
on Dr. Hillis’ resignation next Monday and 
he doubted if any motion to expel Dr. Hillis 
for heresy would be made, or even if any 
member of the presbytery would ask to have 
the letter of resignation placed in the hands 
of the clerk so that it might be acted upon. 


Herrick Johnson States His Views. 
Dr. Herrick Johnson’s comment on the 
— made by Dr. Gray was brief. He 


Dr. Gray is an extravagant man and giv- 
en to saying wuld things. As to his claim 
that Dr. Hillis was more strongly opposed 
to Dr. McGiffert than I was, I do not be- 
lieve it. It is true that I defended Dr. Briggs, 
but I did so because I did not think and do 
‘not think the charges made against him 
were proved. I think the best men in the 
denomination were against the action that 
was taken in Dr. Briggs’ case. 

„My chief complaint against Dr. Hillis is 
that he has stated that Presbyterian minis- 
ters are pledged to preach the confession of 
faith. ‘This is untrue. They are required to 
express belief in the Presbyterian system of 
theology as the system taught by the script- 
ure, but belief in the system does not involve 
a detailed compliance with the confession of 
faith. I do not belfeve that the number of 
the saved is arithmetically certain and fore- 
ordained.”’ 


| PLAN FAST TRIP FOR DEWEY. 


Inventors Seek to Bring Him to Chica- 
go in Their Railroad Devices— 
Many Boys Will Parade. 


If the Executive committee of the Dewey 
celebration, but more particularly the Ad- 
miral himself, can be brought to regard the 
proposition, favorably, the Admiral will be 
whirled from Washington here in a patent 
cigar-shaped train which the originator as- 
serts easily will be able to cover 100 miles 
an hour. The originator is in the city now, 
and has been laboring with the committee to 
secure its indorsement of the proposition, 
but has not yet succeeded. He asserts that 
the great speed with which the train will 
travel will in no wise militate against its 
safety or ease and convenience of traveling. 
He says one of the great trunk lines is 
ready to handle the train, and all that is 
needed is the Admiral’s consent. ' 

There is another man, also from Pennsyl- 
vania, with a powerful motor which he is 
confident will bring the Admiral westward 
even more rapidly than the cigar-shaped 
train, and he also is anxious to secure the 
committee’s indorsement. 

One of the most conspicuous features of 
the parade will be the boys’ brigade, which, 
promises to exceed all expectations. It was 
thought at first it might reach 1,000, but 
present indications are that it will more 
than double this. Practically all the boys’ 
organizations in the city, such as military 
and school societies, clubs, and cadet corps, 
have signified their intention of taking part, 
and many from outside points will come.

Now that Cecil Rhodes has sailed for Eng- 
land it will be interesting to watch the re- 
ception that will be accorded to him when 
he reaches London. He has been 
so much contemptuous abuse of the British 
Generals and officers in south Africa, de- 
nouncing Sir Redvers Buller and others in 
the most unrestrained fashion, that it is 
difficult to see how the royal family and the 
government can continue to show him the 
consideration and favor formerly conceded 
to him without giving grave offense not only 
to the army in south Africa but likewise 
to popular sentiment in England. The press 
in England, at least that portion of it not 
financially influenced by the Rhodes ring, is 
loudly demanding the dismissal of the so- 
called Colossus from his membership of the 
Privy Council of the Queen in consequence 
of his slanders of the British Generals and 
troops, and it must not be forgotten that at 
the time when Kimberley was relieved its 
gallant commander, Colonel Kekewich, had 
been obliged to suppress Mr. Rhodes’ per- 
sonal paper, the Diamond Field Advertiser, 
on account of its abuse of England soldiers 
and officers, and had threatened to place 
Rhodes himself under arrest and in close 
confinement. 

Whatever Mr. Rhodes may have done to 
increase the size of the British empire, it 
must never be forgotten that it is to him 
largely that the English owe the animosity 
of continental Europe. | |

George Compton Reade and Mr. Herbert 
Vivian on the subject of the authenticity 
of the former’s Baronetcy possesses a cer- 
tain amount of American interest, owing to 
the fact that Sir Compton Reade was born 
in this country, had an American mother, 
has an American wife, and makes his home 
at Howell, in Livingston County, Mich. 

The objections raised by Mr. Vivian to the 
authenticity of the Baronetcy in question 
are due to the fact that it was created, not 
by any English sovereign, but by Richard 
Cromwell, Protector or President of the 
short-livéd British republic, which was 
brought to a termination in May, 1660, by 
the restoration of King Charles II. Of 
course from a strictly legal point of view 
it is only the sovereign that has the right 
to confer nobiliary title, and the only re- 
public that has ever usurped this purely 
monarchical prerogative is that of San 
Marino, which sells for cash hereditary titles 
of Baron, Count, Marquis, Prince, and even 
Duke, devoting the funds thus obtained to 
the maintenance of the foundling asylum 
and of the home for the aged destitute of 
this tiny Italian independent state. More- 
over, both Oliver Cromwell and his son Rich- 
ard have always been regarded by the Brit- 
ish crown as usurpers, and as such they had 
no right to grant Baronetcles, the validity of 
which may, therefore, be questioned. But 
at the same time it must be said in justice 
to Sir Compton Reade, the head of thesame 
family to which belonged the late General 
Meredith Reade, United States Envoy at 
Athens, that while his Baronetcy Is of doubt- 
ful origin, it may be said to have been rec- 
ognized by a number of English sovereigns, 
since several of his ancestors, holders of the 
Baronetcy, were. gentiemen-in-attendance 
upon the monarch, notably that Sir Thomas 
Reade who was a member of the household 
of King George II. 

Poor Sir George Compton Reade is really 
a most unfortunate man, for his ancestral 
‘estates are now in the hands of a stranger, 
whose father obtained them from the sixth 
Baronet, Sir George Chandos Reade, under 
mysterious circumstances. Sir John, after 
losing his only son, his wife, and two of his 
three daughters, fell towards the close of 
his life so completely and entirely under 
the control of one of his menials who had 
been first his page, then his footman, and 
finally his valet and butler, that when he 
died it was found that, disinheriting his sur- 
viving daughter, who was a lunatic, as well 
as his grandnephew, the next in line of suc- 
cession to the Baronetcy, he had left every 
stick of property, the ancient country seat 
of the family known as Shipton Court, in 
Oxfordshire, and, above all, the incompara- 
ble family portraits by Kneller and Romney, 
to his butler, likewise authorizing him by 
will to assume the family name of Reade. 

This servant, whose former name was 
John Joseph Wakefield, and whose extraor- 
dinary influence over his master 's stated 
to have been due to the fact that he had 
been the solitary witness of the death of one 
of his fellow-domestics who is reported to 
have been killed in a fit of anger by thé 
passionate old Baronet (his death being 
ascribed by the authorities to an accident), 
immediately proceeded to put up all the fam- 
ily portraits to public auction, the best be- 
ing purchased by the American General 
Meredith Reade already mentioned above. 

Of course an attempt was made both by 
the grandnephew of the old Baronet, and 
likewise by his cousin, the present Baronet, 
to upset this extraordinary will on the score 
of undue influence and terrorism. 

Now the statutory time limit for bringing 
such a suit is gone by, and the Shipton es- 
tates and all the ancestral property which 
ought by right to belong to Sir George Comp- 
ton Reade remain in the possession of the 
ex-butler’s son and heir, who bears the name 
of Joseph Reade.

Child Study Committee Wants a Labor- 
atory for Finding Causes and Cures 
of Backwardness. 


The Child Study committee of the Board 
of Education decided yesterday to ask per- 
mission to assume charge of the tests of the 
eyesight of school children and to establish 
a laboratory in the rooms of the board for the 
examination of backward pupils. The sys- 
tem of sight tests which was put in by the 
board two years ago was without superin- 
tendence, and it was discontinued for the 
present year. 

The laboratory for the examination of 
school children found to be backward will 
be under the supervision of Fred W. Smed- 
ley, director of scientific pedagogy and 
child study. There has been no provision for 
specific treatment of children below normal, 
and the laboratory is planned for the special 
examination of these with the idea of finding 
means of correction.

The action asking for a renewal of tests of 
eyesight under the direction of the child study 
department was taken upon the advice of Dr. 
Frank Allport, who has had direction of the 
tests made in the past. He stated that 25 per 
cent of people had defective vision, and Mr. 
Smedley said that the tests of Chicago school 
children had discovered a percentage of 35. 
The Drawing committee of the board found 
a way of continuing the study without cut- 
ting out one month, as was advised by the 
Finance committee.

Te South Town board, with all members 


present, wrestied with the “salary grab 
yesterday afternoon and helped it along by 
auditing the heavy salary items in several 
payrolls. The members found that the 
grab increases already have been paid 
to Collector Barnett, Clerk Ryan, and Super- 
visor Shannon by the latter official, despite 
the fact that the order for increased pay had 


been rescinded. 


While the Auditing board was in session 
attorneys for the Real Estate board, the 


body which attempted to check the grab,” 


argued before Judge Tuley on their deman 
requiring Supervisor Shannon to produce 
his official bond. The members of the Real- 
ty board insist that Shannon’s bondsmen— 
ex-Mayor John P. Hopkins, Roger C. Sul- 
livan, and Richard C. Gunning—will be sued 
and required to make good the amount ex- 
pended in salaries beyond the limit allowed 
by statute. This amount is expected to ag-

the amount demanded from $3,500 to this 
figure. Chief Clerk McNally, the official 
credited with working fourteen days a week, 
was allowed $140 a week, on a strictly party 
vote, the six Democrats voting in favor of 
thé allowance, against the five Republican 


members of the body. Efforts by Justice 
Richardson to limit the pay of Clerk Ryan 
and Supervisor Shannon to $1.50 a day each 
for 100 days failed. Justice Everett sent in
